Greetings 
from  Dave 

It  was  40  years  ago  that  we  launched 
our  first  periodical  publication,  Empire 
Topics,  precursor  to  today’s  Coin  Collec¬ 
tor  and  Rare  Coin  Review.  The  time  was 
1958,  and  I 
had  been  a 
rare  coin  deal¬ 
er  all  of  five 
years.  In  this 
issue  of  The 
Coin  Collector 
we  reprint  our 
very  first  Coin 
Quiz  (see  page 
7).  See  how 
well  you  can 
do!  And,  our 
“Question  and  Answer  Forum”  in  this 
issue  is  taken  from  our  July-September 
issue  of  Empire  Topics  40  years  ago  (see 
page  9).  Remember  that  the  prices  men¬ 
tioned  are  1958  prices,  not  1998  prices! 
1  guess  the  difference  shows  dramatically 
in  how  well  a  certain  coin  (1922  “plain” 
Lincoln  cent)  has  done  investment-wise. 
We  had  recently  sold  a  gem  Uncirculated 
specimen  at  auction  for  $160.  Today  in 
1 998,  the  same  coin  would  probably  bring 
$16,000! 

The  coin  market  was  exciting  and 
active  back  then,  and  I,  at  the  age  of  1 9, 
had  lots  of  fresh-faced  enthusiasm.  The 
front  page  of  that  long-ago  issue  of  Empire 
Topics  commented:  “Since  1954  [when, 
after  some  casual  dealing  in  1953  Iformed 
the  one-person  Bowers  Coin  Co.],  Dave 
has  done  a  considerable  amount  of  numis¬ 
matic  research  and  has  handled  most  of 
the  great  American  numismatic  rarities.” 
I  and  my  business  partner  at  the  time,  Jim 
Ruddy,  enjoyed  rarities.  Recently,  we  had 
paid  the  stunning  price  of  $4,750  for  an 
1894-S  Barber  dime,  an  event  which  made 
newspaper  headlines  nationwide  and  re¬ 
sulted  in  over  5,000  cards  and  letters 
from  the  public,  most  of  which  said  some¬ 
thing  like,  “I  have  an  even  older  dime,  an 
1892.  Will  you  pay  $4,750  for  it?” 

In  New  York  City,  David  Garroway 
was  emcee  of  the  famous  Today  Show  on 
NBC.  I  was  invited  for  a  guest  appear¬ 
ance,  and  in  due  course  I  informed  view¬ 
ers  that  all  gold  coins  had  numismatic 
value,  that  an  1877  Indian  cent— if  you 
could  find  one  in  your  attic— was  very 
valuable,  etc.  Garroway  told  readers  who 
had  rare  coins  to  write  to  me  care  of 
NBC.  I  returned  home  and  awaited  the 
thousands  of  gold  coins  and  hundreds  of 
1 877  Indian  cents  that  I  knew  would  be 
arriving.  Days  went  by,  and  nothing  hap¬ 
pened.  Finally,  NBC  sent  a  thin  envelope 
with  a  few  letters  in  it,  and  no  coins.  This 
was  a  good  lesson  in  advertising  media: 
when  people  see  something  in  print,  they 
can  save  it  for  future  action.  When  they 
see  something  on  television  it  is  fleeting 
and  soon  forgotten,  no  matter  how  inter¬ 
esting  it  may  have  been  at  the  time.

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Nostalgia 

Nostalgia  never  goes  out  of  style.  If  any¬ 
thing,  history  and  anecdotes  relating  to  the  past 
become  richer  as  time  goes  on.  Richard 
Snow,  editor  of  American  Heritage,  once  told 
me  that  his  file  of  articles  for  that  excellent 
pubhcation  became  better  and  better  the 
longer  they  were  unused!  1  suppose  an  anal¬ 
ogy  could  be  made  to  fine  wines — as  time 
goes  by,  they  get  better  and  better,  provided 
there  was  quahty  to  begin  with. 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  this  issue  of 
The  Coin  Collector  and  my  other  (“Greetings 
from  Dave”)  comments  concerning  our  first 
magazine  pubhshed  in  1958  (our  first  cata¬ 
logue  was  pubhshed  earher,  in  1954),  I  was 
prompted  to  think  of  the  world  as  I  recall  it 
from  back  then,  and  make  a  few  comments 
relating  those  times  to  the  present  era. 

The  world  scene  was  different  40  years 
ago,  but  not  all  that  much  different.  Prob¬ 
lems  such  as  civil  rights,  defense,  the  spread 
of  atomic  weapons,  and  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  other  countries  were 
just  like  they  are  now,  but  with  different 
names  in  the  cast  of  characters.  ViUain  No. 

1  was  Russia,  properly  known  as  the 
U.S.S.R.  No  one  ever  worried  about  Iraq 
or  Libya,  and  Fidel  Castro  was  a  name  that 
no  one  would  have  recognized. 

Nikita  Khrushchev  became  chairman 
of  the  Russian  government  in  1958.  As 
years  went  by,  he  was  frequently  featured  in 
America  newspapers — for  such  “bad” 
things  as  pounding  his  shoe  on  the  lectern  at 
a  United  Nations  conference  and  rattling 
rockets  and  sabers,  and  occasional  good 
things,  such  as  his  visit  to  the  United  States. 
If  I  recall  correctly,  he  wanted  to  visit 


see  some  of  our  advances  in  agriculture.  The 
Soviets  were  flying  high  in  1958,  hterally, 
with  Sputnik  launching  the  space  program  in 
a  big  way.  There  was  consternation  and  even 


Disneyland,  but  security  problems  would 
have  been  too  great.  However,  he  had  a  nice 
time  poking  around  farms  in  the  Midwest  to 


panic  in  America,  as  it  was  felt  that  we  were 
far  behind,  that  students  in  American  schools 
did  not  learn  as  well  as  those  in  Russia,  and 
that  our  status  as  the  leading  world  power — 
reinforced  by  victories  in  World  War  II  and 
the  beginnings  of  the  atomic  age — was 
about  to  take  second  place  to  the  Soviets. 

Traveling  Here  and  There 

Flying  from  here  to  there  to  attend  coin 
conventions  and  the  hke  was  typically  by  such 
craft  as  the  Lockheed  Constellation  (a  TWA 
favorite),  the  DC-6  and  DC-7  (United  Air- 
hnes  had  a  fleet),  and  the  Lockheed  Electra 
turboprop  (American  Airfines  and,  I  beheve. 
Northeast,  among  other  airhnes,  operated  this 
impressively  quiet  and  smooth  model).  The 
Boeing  707  jetliner  made  its  appearance  in 
1958,  but  was  not  widely  used  in  the  United 
States  until  a  year  or  two  later.  My  first  flight 
on  such  a  plane  was  New  York  City  to  San 
Francisco  on  TWA  in  1959  or  1960.  Ameri¬ 
can  Airhnes  started  flying  707s  in  1960.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  early  1960s  this  was  the  airplane  of 
choice,  and  just  about  every  airhne  had  them. 

In  the  field  offiterature,  Parkinson’s  Law  by 
Cyril  Northcote  Parkinson,  appeared  in  book 
stores,  and  soon  became  a  part  of  the  American 
idiom — ^with  such  sayings  as  “Work  expands 
so  as  to  fill  the  time  available  for  its  comple¬ 
tion”  and  “Expenditures  rise  in  order  to  meet 
the  income  available.”  And,  this  seemed  to  be 
true,  as  government  bureaucracies  expanded  to 
unprecedented  size.  While  president-bashing 
has  become  very  popular  in  recent  times,  and 
Bfll  Chnton  cannot  kiss  an  aide  in  the  hallway 
without  it  making  a  top  story  on  CNN,  back 
then  what  (if  anything)  President  Dwight  D.

These  were  released  in  the  same 
month  to  unfavorable  comments  in  the  press,  includ¬ 
ing  this  comment  in  The  Mail,  or  Claypoole’s  Daily  Ad¬ 
vertiser,  Philadelphia,  March  18:  “The  chain  on  the 
reverse  is  but  a  bad  omen  for  liberty,  arul  Liberty  her¬ 
self  appears  to  be  in  a  fright. "  By  early  April  a  new 
design  appeared,  called  the  Wreath  type  by  numisma¬ 
tists  today.  The  Wreath  motif,  from  dies  by  Adam 
Eckfeldt  and  his  assistant(s),  was  continued  through 
July.  Of  the  several  hundred  1 793  S-1  Chain  AMERL 
cents  in  existence,  most  are  in  lower  grades  and  have 
surface  flaws.  The  presently  offered  coin  is  a  splendid 
exception,  an  ideal  combination  of  high  grade  and 
excellent  quality  with  a  reasonable  price . 16,950

PITY  THE  COLLECTOR  of  New  Hampshire  National  Bank  notes.  It  is  not  that  there 
are  none  at  all.  However,  in  comparison  to  the  seemingly  endless  supply  of  National  Bank 
notes  from  such  states  as  New  York,  Nevv  jersey,  Massachusetts,  California,  etc.,  etc..  New 
Hampshire  notes  are  few  and  far  between.  Whenever  we  receive  a  thick  catalogue  offering 
currency  for  sale  we  turn  to  lire  New  Hampshire  section  and  often  find  nothing,  or, 
occasionally,  just  a  note  or  two.  It's  sort  of  like  specializing  in  Civil  War  tokens  from 
Alabama,  Kansas,  Missouri,  and  Idaho  (yes,  there’s  one  token  from  Idaho,  and  your  editor’s 
collection  specimen,  highly  prized  but  well  worn,  is  classified  VG  or  so,  obviously  not  of 
investment  grade).

REGARDING  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  National  Bank  notes,  two  institutions  in  Wolfeboro 
issued  such  pieces.  Notes  of  the  Wolfeboro  National  Bank  are  found  now  and  then,  but 
those  of  the  Lake  National  Bank  of  Wolfcorough  [sfc]  are  seldom  met  with.  In  fact,  in  a 
conversation  a  few  years  ago  vtitii  john  Hickman,  the  highly  regarded  late  currency 
specialist,  he  stated  that  he  had  neither  seen  or  heard  of  ony  note  from  that  particular  bank, 
until  we  told  him  about  our  single  $5  bill.  As  we  have  about  101  research  projects  in  tiie 
works,  here’s  one  for  someone  else  to  do:  It  is  a  fact  that  many  issuers  of  obsolete  currency 
prior  to  1 865,  the  era  of  “broken  bank”  and  “wildcat”  notes,  remained  solid  and  in  the  1860s 
redeemed  their  private  currency  at  par.  Thus,  notes  of  such  banks  are  far  rarer  today  than 
are  those  of  insolvent  institutions.  Such  an  entity  was  The  Lake  Bank  of  Wolfeboro,  which 
later  became  the  aforementioned  Lake  National  Bank  of  Wolfborough  [again,  sic].  Notes 
of  The  Lake  Bank  are  rare,  and  in  some  20  years  of  looking  we  have  been  able  to  buy  but 
a  single  piece,  a  $1  note  printed  in  red  and  black.

Eisenhower  did  with  his  lady  friends  was  more 
or  less  his  own  business.  The  biggest  “scandal” 
was  that  Ike  often  liked  to  play  golf,  when  oth¬ 
ers  thought  he  should  be  at  his  desk  in  the 
White  House. 

On  the  airwaves  and  on  black-and-white 
television,  no  one  (absolutely  no  one)  used  the 
“F-word,”  as  to  have  done  so  would  have  been 
considered  the  depth  of  poor  taste.  Today  it  is 
almost,  but  not  quite,  used  regularly  on  kiddie 
programs. 

Computers,  Business,  Etc. 

The  computer  at  best  was  a  popular  curios¬ 
ity  in  1958,  and  most  units,  crammed  with 
thousands  of  radio  tubes  and  cooled  by  im¬ 
mense  air-conditioning  units,  were  found  in 
universities  and  large  industries.  The  personal 
use  of  a  computer  was  not  even  contemplated. 
In  fact,  few  people  reahzed  how  important 
computers  would  be  in  any  sector.  At  the  time 
I  was  majoring  in  finance  at  the  College  of 
Business  Administration,  Pennsylvania  State 
University,  which  had  a  huge  computer  avail¬ 
able  to  graduate  students — ^but  with  no 
courses  in  computers  available  to  undergradu¬ 
ates  (at  least  so  far  as  I  remember). 

When  it  came  to  computers,  IBM  was  first 
and  foremost.  Famifiar  to  college  students 
were  the  perforated  cards  spewed  out  by  com¬ 
puters,  and  containing  Httle  rectangular  holes 
which  encoded  information.  To  store  data, 
such  cards  would  be  kept  in  large  packs  and 
run  through  a  mechanical  sorter.  At  the  time, 
my  firm.  Empire  Coin  Company  (with  Jim 
Ruddy  as  my  partner),  was  located  in  Johnson 
City,  New  York,  not  far  from  a  major  IBM 
facihty.  Every  once  in  a  while  an  IBM  sales¬ 
man  would  come  by  and  suggest  that  we  in¬ 
vestigate  buying  a  large  computer.  After  hear¬ 
ing  a  sales  presentation,  Jim  and  I  would  always 
conclude  that  coins  which  were  stored  in  se¬ 
quence  by  denomination,  date  and  mintmark, 
could  be  just  as  easily  classified  by  themselves, 
rather  than  separately  on  punched  cards, 
which,  in  effect,  were  also  stored  mechani¬ 
cally.  A  few  years  later,  when  IBM  introduced 
its  Selectric  typewriter  (with  the  rotating  ball), 
our  office  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  nation  to 
employ  this  type  of  unit. 

In  the  field  of  everyday  fife  in  1958, 
McDonald’s  was  a  newcomer,  and  I  don’t  recall 
having  seen  even  a  single  unit  in  the  part  of 
New  York  state  where  our  rare  coin  offices 
were  located.  Regarding  franchises,  A  &  W 
Root  Beer,  Howard  Johnson’s,  and  Carvel  ice 
cream  were  among  the  leaders.  Later,  all  three 
of  these  firms  fiiled  to  innovate,  at  least  as  much 
as  they  could  have,  and  their  places  were  taken 
by  others  such  as  Pizza  Hut,  Burger  King, 
Marriott,  and  Hyatt.  Ever  since  I  first  started  in 
business  I  have  been  an  avid  student  of  com¬ 
merce,  business,  and  advertising.  The  old  say¬ 
ing,  “irmovate  or  perish,”  is  very  appropriate, 
and  over  the  years  I  have  always  tried  to  have 
our  company  be  on  the  leading  edge  of  supply¬ 
ing  what  serious  numismatists  (our  “market 
niche”)  want.  A  booklet  that  I  wrote  for  Coin 
World  titled  How  to  be  a  Suaessful  Coin  Dealer, 
which  went  through  two  or  three  editions,  gave 
some  of  my  business  philosophies.  I  have  always 
felt  that  if  our  company  treated  a  chent  as  I  my¬ 
self  would  hke  to  be  treated  if  I  were  just  start¬ 
ing  in  the  hobby,  all  would  go  well.  And,  it  has. 

On  the  American  road  it  was  stricdy  the  big 
three — General  Motors,  Chrysler,  and  Ford. 
The  be-ah  and  end-aU  was  the  Cadillac  auto¬ 
mobile,  the  desire  ofjust  about  every  success¬ 
ful  business  person.  The  first  car  I  bought  with 
my  own  money,  in  June  1960,  was  a  brand- 
new  Cadillac  convertible,  which  cost  me 
$6,000.  Mercedes  Benz  cars  were  something 
that  might  be  seen  in  Europe,  but  not  often  in 
the  United  States  (although  a  neighbor  had  a 
Mercedes  convertible  of  the  guU-wing  door 
style).  As  for  Japanese  cars,  no  one  had  ever 
heard  of  them.  The  Edsel  was  launched  with 
great  fanfare  and  was  expected  to  flush  out  the 
General  Motors  fine  by  adding  another  name¬ 
plate.  Recently  (June  27,  1998)  the  New  York 


Times  Sunday  crossword  puzzle  had  as  a  clue, 
“car  bomb,”  and  the  answer  was  EDSEL. 

New  York  City 

Rock  and  roll  was  all  the  rage  40  years  ago 
in  1958,  and  Elvis  Presley  was  first  and  fore¬ 
most  in  the  field,  although  Buddy  Holly,  the 
up  and  coming  Everly  Brothers,  and  others 
were  favorites,  too.  When  I  would  drive  from 
Penn  State  to  New  York  City  to  attend  coin 
auctions  at  New  Netherlands  and  Stack’s  and 
to  visit  dealers,  I  would  hsten  to  Alan  Freed’s 
“Make  Believe  Ballroom”  on  the  radio,  which 


featured  all  of  the  latest  rock-and-roll  hits. 

In  New  York  City  my  favorite  stopping 
spot  was  the  Park  Sheraton,  on  Sixth  Avenue, 
where  a  room  would  cost  $16  per  night  for  a 
single  with  “free  parking,”  or  $12  if  one  did 
not  have  a  car.  I  always  thought  this  tariff 
schedule  was  a  bit  amusing.  My  favorite  early- 
evening  restaurant  was  The  Palm  on  2nd  Av¬ 
enue,  which  was  mainly  a  dingy  hangout  for 
writers,  but  which  had  fabulous  lobsters  and 
steaks  (later.  The  Pahn  would  become  well 
known  and  open  branches,  including  in  Cah- 
fornia).  For  late  evenings  there  was  just  one 
choice:  Mama  Leone’s  close  by  the  Theatre 
District.  I  would  often  go  there  with  John  J. 
Ford,  Jr.,  after  a  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co. 
auction,  and  we  would  talk  far  into  the  night. 
The  maitre  d’  at  Leone’s  was  a  cheery  fellow 
who  would  show  us  photos  of  some  of  the  ce¬ 
lebrities  he  knew;  I  remember  he  had  a  snap¬ 
shot  taken  with  President  Eisenhower. 

Lunch  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria 

In  1958  when  I  was  on  the  Today  Show  at 
NBC  Television  (mentioned  in  the  introduc¬ 
tion  to  this  issue  of  TTie  Coin  Collector)  I  was  the 
guest  of  NBC,  who  put  me  up  at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria,  the  “name”  hotel  in  New  York  City 
at  the  time.  I  was  given  free  rein  at  NBC  ex¬ 
pense  to  order  whatever  I  wanted  to  in  the  way 
of  meals,  etc.  I  recall  inviting  my  friend  Walter 
Breen,  who  worked  at  New  Netherlands  Coin 
Co.,  to  have  lunch  at  Peacock  AUey,  the  res¬ 
taurant  in  the  hotel.  The  tab  for  the  two  of  us 
came  to  $17.50,  which  to  me  seemed  abso¬ 
lutely  amazing  (probably  hke  having  a  $400 
lunch  tab  today!). 

Coin  conventions  were  small  affairs  40 
years  ago,  somewhat  casual,  and  with  not  a 
great  deal  of  thought  given  to  security.  It  was 
common  for  dealers  and  collectors  to  leave 
valuable  property  in  hotel  rooms,  perhaps  se¬ 
cured  by  a  special  lock  on  the  closet  door.  The 
days  of  “security  rooms”  were  yet  to  come. 

During  the  summer  of  1958  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  convention  was  held 
at  the  Hilton  Hotel  in  Los  Angeles.  Abe 
Kosoff  conducted  the  auction  sale.  After  hav¬ 
ing  a  nice  week-long  show,  my  coin  dealer 
friend  Ken  RendeU  and  I  rented  a  silver  and 
blue  1958  Chevy  and  toured  Cafrfomia,  visit¬ 
ing  Yosemite,  the  redwood  forest,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  and  other  highfrghts,  including  my  first 
in-person  introduction  to  the  Gold  Country 
along  Route  49. 

It  is  funny  how  one  remembers  certain 
trivial  things,  and  as  I  write  this  article  I  recall 


that  we  were  at  a  restaurant  at  Fishermen’s 
Wharf  in  San  Francisco.  The  menu  offered  a 
shrimp  cocktail  with  a  presentation  such  as 
“more  shrimp  than  you  have  ever  seen  in  a 
shrimp  cocktail,  or  the  cost  is  on  us.”  As  I  liked 
shrimp,  I  could  hardly  wait  to  receive  my  or¬ 
der  with,  say,  15  or  20  large  shrimp — enough 
for  a  meal.  Imagine  my  surprise  when  the 
shrimp  were  so  tiny  one  almost  needed  a  mag¬ 
nifying  glass  to  see  them!  However,  to  be  sure 
there  were  more  of  them  than  I  had  ever  seen. 

This  particular  trip  to  Cafrfomia  may  have 
been  the  time  that  I  stopped  by  to  see  Abner 
Kreisberg,  who  held 
forth  with  his  shop  on 
North  Beverly  Drive, 
Beverly  HiUs  (or  the 
visit  may  have  been  a 
year  or  two  later,  I  don’t 
recall).  He  asked  me  if  I 
had  ever  seen  a  house 
valued  at  $100,000,  and 
I  stated  that  I  had  never 
seen  a  home  of  such  im¬ 
mense  worth.  He  then 
took  me  farther  up 
North  Beverly  Drive 
and  pointed  to  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  WiUiam  Boyd 
(“Hopalong  Cassidy”) 
which  had  just  changed 
hands  for  the  amazing 
$100,000  figure.  (Later  I 
was  to  live  in  Beverly  Hills  for  a  time,  when 
our  business  was  located  in  Cafrfomia.)  Today 
in  1998,  one  probably  could  not  buy  a.  parking 
space  in  Beverly  Hills  for  $100,000! 

Coin  Grading 

Focusing  more  closely  on  numismatics, 
there  were  no  particular  grading  standards  in 
wide  use  in  1958.  What  one  person  called 
“gem  Uncirculated”  another  might  call 
“AU.”  Generally  speaking,  one  term  covered 


everything  within  a  category.  Thus,  a  coin  was 
either  “Proof’  or  it  was  not.  A  coin  was  either 
“Uncirculated”  or  it  was  not,  although,  occa¬ 
sionally,  such  a  modifier  as  “choice”  or  “gem” 
might  be  used. 

From  the  outset  I  always  had  an  eye  for 
quality,  and  I  remember  many  instances  at¬ 
tending  auction  sales  and  cherrypicking  (al¬ 
though  that  term  was  not  used  then).  Most 
numismatists,  collectors  and  dealers  alike,  re¬ 
ally  didn’t  care.  If  this  sounds  a  bit  improbable 
when  you  are  reading  this  in  1998,  all  you 
need  to  do  is  read  through  a  typical  rare  coin 
auction  catalogue  from  40  or  50  years  ago  and 
you  will  see  what  I  mean.  Very  little  space  was 
given  to  saying  anything  more  than,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  “1859  Proof  half  dollar.”  I  almost  for¬ 
got:  “Brilliant”  was  the  first  and  foremost 
term.  It  was  widely  thought  that  if  a  coin  was 
brilliant  it  was  the  best  of  its  kind.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  all  sorts  of  cleaning  lotions  and  potions 
were  offered  for  sale  for  collectors  and  dealers 
to  use. 

A  leading  dealer  in  commemorative  coins  at 
the  time  was  Arthur  Corm,  who  conducted  a 
business  in  the  lower  level  of  his  home  in 
Melrose,  Massachusetts.  I  recall  visiting  him 
and  looking  through  his  vast  stock.  As  a  mis¬ 
cellaneous  example,  he  might  have  had,  say, 
100  or  200  specimens  of  the  relatively  com¬ 
mon  1925  Lexington-Concord  Sesquicenten- 
nial  half  dollar,  all  marked  “Uncirculated,”  and 
all  at  the  same  price.  Well,  upon  actual  inspec¬ 
tion  I  personally  thought  some  were  AU  and 
others  were  superb  gems.  I  simply  bought  the 
nicer  ones  and  ignored  the  lesser  ones,  al¬ 
though  there  was  no  price  differential  at  all! 

The  HoUinbeck  Coin  Company  (Art  and 
Paul  Kagin)  used  to  conduct  regular  mail  bid 
sales,  and  I  would  bid  on  things  I  could  use.  I 
remember  teUing  Art  that  I  really  was  a  stick¬ 
ler  for  quality,  and  before  each  sale  I  would 
telephone  him,  he  would  look  at  the  coins,

and  say  something  like  “You  will  like  this 
one,”  “This  one  is  not  for  you,”  or  whatever. 
I  suppose  it  is  a  good  thing  that  most  people 
weren’t  so  picky,  or  Hollinbeck  auctions  could 
never  have  been  conducted  if  there  had  been 
too  many  people  hke  me! 

Because  of  the  lack  of  stratification 
within  categories  such  as  Uncirculated 
(the  term  “Mint  State”  was  never  used 
except  by  certain  collectors  of  early  large 
cents)  and  Proof,  the  typical  old-time 
collection  was  apt  to  contain  what  today 
would  be  a  wide  variety  of  grades, 
mostly  at  the  lower  end  of  the  spec¬ 
trum.  Thus,  a  complete  set  of  Proof 
Liberty  Head  nickels  1883-1912,  one  of 
each  date  plus  two  examples  of  the  1 883 
varieties,  would  probably  range  from 
what  we  would  call  Proof-60  to  Proof- 
63  today,  with  perhaps  an  occasional 
Proof-64  or  Proof-65.  A  complete  Un¬ 
circulated  set  of  Barber  half  dollars 
1892-1916  would  probably  range  in 
grades  we  would  call  today  AU  to,  say, 
MS-62  or  MS-63. 1  mention  this  to  dis¬ 
pel  the  popular  notion  that  years  ago 
everyone  had  endless  arrays  of  superb 
gems.  This  was  not  the  case.  Gems  were 
few  and  far  between,  as  they  are  now, 
especially  for  early  series. 

Coin  People 

Then  as  now,  numismatics  attracted 
some  of  the  nicest  people  anyone  would 
ever  want  to  meet.  I  guess  I  have  been 
fortunate  as  a  rare  coin  dealer,  for  when 
people  come  to  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries 
to  buy  coins,  they  are  often  appreciative  of 
the  opportunity  to  send  their  money  to  us. 
Whenever  we  hold  an  auction  sale,  clients 
write  to  thank  us  for  conducting  the  Mont¬ 
gomery  Collection  sale,  or  the  EUasberg  Col¬ 
lection  sale,  or  whatever.  Even  a  “tough” 
captain  of  industry  or  internationally  known 
financier  seems  to  be  a  veritable  pussycat 
when  it  comes  to  his  personal  collection  of  coins. 
All  negotiation  skills  are  cast  aside,  and  a  real 
effort  is  made  to  establish  a  bond  with  us.  1 
imagine  that  this  is  just  the  opposite  of  most 
businesses.  Wliere  else  would  someone  write 
to  say,  “thank  you  for  letting  me  spend 
money  with  you”?! 

Coin  collecting  is  as  egalitarian  as  just 


about  any  leisure  time  pursuit  I  can  think  of. 
Some  clients  might  spend  $500  with  us  per 
year,  and  not  have  an  easy  time  of  even  doing 
that.  Others  could  spend  $5  million  in  a 
wink.  However,  a  person  spending  $500  can 


have  just  as  much  fun,  in  my  opinion.  The 
price  of  entry  to  numismatics  is  whatever  you 
care  to  make  it. 

Where  else  but  in  our  business  could  some¬ 
one  send  me  a  coin  (a  counterstamped  1872 
Indian  cent  imprinted  OIL  OF  ICE),  receive 
by  return  mail  my  personal  check  for  $  100  as 
an  offer  for  it  for  my  collection  (I  like 
counterstamps),  but  have  the  check  returned, 
saying  that  the  coin  is  a  gift?!  It  is  true  (and  the 
person  doing  it  was  Richard  Smith  of  The 
Coin  &  Stamp  Gallery  of  Phoenix,  AZ).  This 
rctumed-check  event,  which  just  happened 
today- — as  I  write  this  article — is  evidence  that 
there  are  still  lots  of  “good  true  stories,”  and 
that  I  will  never  run  out  of  anecdotes  and 
reminiscences! 


Becauee 
You  keVed 

A  column  from  40  years  ago! 

In  our  Empire  Topics  No.  2,  july-September  1958,  we  included  the  following  questions 
and  answers.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  pricing  of  the  1 922  without-D  Lincoln  cent  is 
ancient  history,  and  that  the  Washington-Lafayette  counterstamps  are  worth  today  1 0  to 
20  times  the  prices  of  back  then,  the  questions  and  answers  are  still  relevant. 


QUESTION:  I  recently  pur¬ 
chased  an  1878  Shield  nickel  in 
Very  Fine  condition.  According 
to  the  Guide  Book  1878  nickels 
were  struck  in  Proof  only.  Is  my 
coin  a  Proof  which  was  “spent”  or 
did  they  coin  1878  nickels  for  circula¬ 
tion? 

ANSWER:  The  absence  of  Proof 
surface  or  Uncirculated  lustre  from 
your  Very  Fine  coin  precludes  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  being  able  to  determine  whether 
the  coin  was  originally  Uncirculated  or 
whether  it  was  in  Proof  condition.  We 
have  seen  a  number  of  “semi-prooT  1878 
nickels.  These,  while  having  the  outward 
appearance  of  an  Uncirculated  coin,  have 
a  considerable  amount  of  Proof  surface;  a 
situation  not  unlike  the  branch  mint 
“Proofs”  sometimes  encountered  in  the 
Barber  1892-1916  series  of  silver  coins. 
The  best  test  perhaps  for  a  Proof  1 878 
nickel  is  the  edge.  All  specimens  we  have 
seen  have  the  characteristic  edge  of  a 
Proof— full  Proof  surface.  The  edges  of 
Uncirculated  Shield  nickels  have  a  dull  or 
frosted  appearance.  Like  the  1878  nickel, 
the  1878  nickel  three-cent  piece  often 
appears  in  Fine,  Very  Fine,  or  similar 
condition  indicating  circulation.  They 
also  come  with  a  “semi-proor  sur¬ 
face.  Perhaps  the  Proofs  which 
were  not  sold  to  collectors  were 
used  as  specie.  The  other  possi¬ 
bility  is  that  specimens,  non- 
Proofs,  were  struck  for  circula¬ 
tion.  This  almost  certainly  seems 
to  be  the  case  for  the  1864  half 
dimes  which,  although  supposedly  coined 
jnly  in  Proof,  exist  in  Uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion.  The  discovery  of  an  1878  nickel  in 
Uncirculated  condition  lacking  the  char¬ 
acteristics  of  a  Proof  would  substantiate 
this. 


QUESTION:  i  read  a  reference  to  a 
large  cent  of  1822  counterstamped  with 
the  bust  of  Washington  on  one  side  and 
the  bust  of  Lafayette  on  the  other.  Why 
was  this  cent  so  counterstamped?  Is  it 
rare? 

ANSWER:  When  General  Lafayette  re¬ 
visited  the  United  States  in  1 824  dies  for  an 
appropriate  medal  were  cut  by  C.C.  Wright. 
One  face  of  the  medal  bears  the  portrait  of 
Washington  facing  left.  Surrounding  him  is 
the  inscription,  GENERAL  WASHING¬ 
TON.  The  other  face  portrays  Lafayette 
facing  to  the  right.  The  inscription  is  GEN¬ 
ERAL  LAFAYETTE  1824.  At  the  time  the 
dies  were  used  to  countermark  the  centers 
of  contemporary  large  cents.  The  date  most 


often  found  is  1822.  In  addition  to  T. 
James  Clarke  #190  and  the  Foster 
type  coin  (Lot  #1227  in  the  Novem¬ 
ber,  1956  Michigan  State  conven¬ 
tion  sale)  we  have  seen  about 
three  or  four  other  cents  of 
1822  with  the  counterstamp. 
We  have  heard  of  a  cent  of 
1823,  supposedly  in  Uncirculated 
condition,  thusly  marked,  and 
have  in  our  stock  a  cent  of  1 820  with 
the  Washington-Lafayette  stamp.  F.G. 
Duffield  knew  of  cents  of  the  years  1816, 
1817,  1818,  1822,  and  1823;  dimes  of 
1820, 1821,  and  1822;  and  a  half  dollar  of 
1824  with  the  stamp.  In  addition  to  a  cent 
of  1822  the  Charles  Foster  type  collection 
offered  the  1824  half  dollar— perhaps  the 
only  one  known.  The  Foster  1824  half 
dollar  had  earlier  appeared  in  B.  Max  Mehl’s 
1944  sale  of  the  Roach  collection. 

We  have  seen  several  instances  of  the 
countermarked  cents  bringing  over  $100. 
Clarke’s  1822  realized  $160  to  a  dealer  in 
April,  1956.

QUESTION:  How  rare  is  the 
1922  cent  variety  without  the 
‘D”  mintmark?  I  note  in  your 
first  issue  of  Empire  Topics  that  you 
vnli  pay  10  times  the  Guide  Book  price 
for  an  Uncirculated  specimen. 
ANSWER:  The  1922  Lincoln  cent 
without  any  trace  of  a  mintmark  is  ex¬ 
tremely  rare,  particularly  in  top  preser¬ 
vation.  A  brilliant  Uncirculated  1 922  cent 
in  our  Penn-New  York  Auction  a  year 
ago  sold  for  $160. 1  do  not  know  of  any 
other  specimens  appearing  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  since  that  time.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  12th  edition  Guide  Book 
now  lists  the  1922  at  $100  in  Uncircu¬ 
lated  condition  as  opposed  to  a  $10 
listing  in  the  11th  edition.  In  conditions 
below  Uncirculated  the  1922  cent  is 
rare,  though  not  extremely  rare.  Judg¬ 
ing  from  the  number  of  specimens  that 
pass  through  our  hands  the  1 922  cent  is 
at  least  10  times  rarer  in  circulated  con¬ 
dition  than  either  the  1909-S  V.D.B.  or 
the  1 91 4-D  cent.  Its  appeal  to  collectors 
is  limited  by  the  fact  that  the  1922  cent 
is  only  a  variety  of  the  1922-D  cent  as 
none  (as  far  as  is  known)  were  coined  in 
Philadelphia.  1922  “broken  D”  (mint- 
mark  partially  visible)  cents  are  scarce 
and  usually  bring  a  premium  above  the 
perfect  mintmark  specimens.

A  Real  “ThreeCent  Man" 

Reader  Tom  Medley  sent  us  an  interesting  article  by  Fred  McGunagle  in  the  Cleveland  Plain 
Dealer,  a  feaUire  about  Newton  p>  Baker,  mayor  of  the  city  from  1912  to  1916.  Relative  to 
numismatics,  after  a  littie  lead  in,  the  following  was  stated: 

He  was  a  brilliant  orator.  In  national  politics,  his  speech  at  the  1912  Democratic  National 
Convention  was  pivotal  in  the  nomination  of  Woodrow  Wilson.  He  rebuffed  efforts  to  draft  » 
him  as  Wilson’s  vice  president,  but  when  Baker’s  second  term  ended,  Wilson  named  him 
secretary  of  war,  putting  him  in  charge  of  U.S.  troops  during  World  War  I. 

As  mayor.  Baker  not  only  achieved  Johnson’s  dream  of  a  three-cent  streetcar  fare,  but  got 
tickets  down  to  two  for  five  cents.  He  expanded  Munidpal  Ught  and  brought  rates  down  to 
three  cents  per  kilowatt-hour.  When  dance  hdls  were  charging  five  cents  for  a  threeminute 
dance,  he  opened  municipal  halls  that  charged  three  cents  for  five  minutes. 

He  even  arranged  for  a  Park  Department  boat  to  fish  in  the  lake  and  sell  its  catch  for  three 
cents  a  pound.  U.S.  Rep.  Robert  Bulkley  introduced  a  bill  in  Congress  for  a  three-cent  coin, 
saying  it  would  be  useful  in  Cleveland.

PREDICTIONS:  We  enjoy  reading  about  the  coin  market.  It’s  a  good  thing  that  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  doesn’t  read  numismatic  advertisements  and  litera¬ 
ture,  or  they  would  have  to  add  a  dozen  or  more  people  to  their  staff.  According  to  a  recent 
report  we  received  from  the  State  Street  Corporation  (well-known  Boston  bank),  the 
federal  securities  laws  consider  certain  comments  to  be  “forward-looking,”  such  words 
including  expect,  look,  believe,  anticipate,  may,  will,  or  similar  statements  or  variations  of  such 
terms.  “Such  forward-looking  stotements  involve  certain  risks  and  uncertainties  including 
worldwide  economic  conditions,  success  in  business  retention  and  obtaining  new  business, 
and  other  factors,  and  in  each  case  actual  results  may  differ  differently  from  such  forward- 
looking  information...” 

IN  CONVERSATONS  with  our  fine  friend  R.W.  Julian,  he  often  laments  the  wholesale- 
destruction  of  Mint  records  as  an  “economy  move”  by  former  Mint  Director  Stella  Hackel. 
Gone  forever  are  archives  with  priceless  numismatic  information  from  much  of  the  past 
century.  Now  comes  the  clipping  from  reader  Michael  L.  Horton  from  The  Oregonian  with 
an  Associated  Press  dateline  of  Washington.  We  reprint  it  in  its  entirety:  “NAVY 
SCIENTIFIC  RECORDS  DESTROYED:  The  Naval  Research  Laboratory  boxed  up  a  vast 
collection  of  its  records  last  fall— some  telling  of  the  development  of  radar  and  sonar  and  the 
early  days  of  the  US  space  program— and  sent  them  to  the  National  Archives  for  safekeeping. 
In  a  bureaucratic  foul-up,  archive  officials  destroyed  them  instead.  After  a  four-month 
investigation.  Archivist  John  Carlin,  the  government’s  chief  records  keeper,  issued  a  28-page 
report  Friday  on  what  went  wrong  and  promised  to  reform  his  agency’s  procedures.  But 
he  stopped  short  of  apologizing  to  the  Navy.  Destroyed  were  4,200  bound  scientific 
notebooks  and  approximately  1.5  million  pages  of  correspondence  and  technical  memos, 
including  records  kept  by  American  pioneers  in  high-frequency  radio  and  the  development 
of  radar,  the  use  of  those  technologies  against  Japan  and  Germany  in  World  War  II,  and  the 
early  history  of  the  American  space  program,  the  Navy  said."

The  of¬ 
fices  were  indeed  modern,  but  by 
virtue  of  remodeling  an  older  three- 
story  structure.  The  original  build¬ 
ing  was  probably  put  up  in  the  late 
1 9th  century  and  held  several  busi¬ 
ness  enterprises  including  Rawlins’ 
Dry  Goods  Store  (just  before  we 
purchased  it).  We  outfitted  it  with 
new  paneling  and  carpeting 
throughout  and  put  a  new  mod¬ 
ern  facade  on  the  structure  (I 
suppose  if  we  were  doing  it  over 
today,  1998,  we  would  have  re¬ 
stored  the  old  one). 

Empire  Coin  Company  flour¬ 
ished  until  the  mid-1 960s  when  it 
became  part  of  Paramount  In¬ 
ternational  Coin  Corporation. 
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One  part  of  a  multiple-page  ad¬ 
vertisement  by  Empire  Coin  Com¬ 
pany  in  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook 
Magazine,  October  1963.  How 
great  it  would  be  to  go  shopping 
with  this  offering  today  (now  in 
1998  prices  are  many  multiples 
higher).  Back  then,  one  could  buy  a 
bulk  group  of  30,000  Indian  cents 
for  $6,995  (if  we  recall  we  had 
250,000  on  hand  at  the  time!!!).  A 
Choice  BU  (probably  equal  to 
today’s  MS-66)  1909-SV.D.B.  cents 
cost$325.AProof1863  silver  three- 
cent  piece  cost  $120.
